The 10,000 plants were selected 
from among 20,000 canvassed to 
detemine w hat specific functions 
they x’oukl perform in a war em er­ 
gency. 
The plan envisages two methods 
of recruiting troops. One provides 
universal conscription.

would campaign for volunteers. 
While these recruits were be­ 
ing enlisted the w ar departm ent 
thrust 300,000 regular arm y and 
reserve forces into the field as 
shock troops.

In these hyp ertension classes in 
Boston the only requ irement for 
membership is a high blood p res­ 
su re. 
The p u rp ose is to p resent 
and to train these indiv idu als in a 
p rogram of liv ing which will enable 
them to liv e consistently at the op ­ 
timal lev el of well being which is 
p assible for them. 
The three forms of treatm ent 
consist in medical care, p sycho­ 
therap y and diet. 
Medical care c: 
is in all meth­ 
ods of treatm ent that are av ailable 
in the clinic. It may be the treat- 


tion p eriod in which all the mu scles 
of the body are su ccessiv ely p u t 
into the state of v olu ntary relaxa­ 
tion. 
The p atients are tau ght to 
relax in class and then p ractice it 
cnce. twice or three times daily 
du ring the week.

“Probably no enterprise on the 
farm has come in for more talk

Most of 
this talk among farmers and cat­ 
tlemen has been brought about by 
the great drop in fat cattle prices 
during the late Fall and Winter 
months. 
Any enterprise, whether 
it is in the field of agriculture, 
business, or manufacturing, that 
drops 50 per cent in price in so 
short a length of time, is sure to 
come in for a lot of study and 
analysis. 
It is also sure to cause 
a lot of headaches, for those people 
that are engaged in that business. 
Cattle feeders that are crawling 
out from under the market crash, 
are now looking around to see what 
it was all about. 
Under normal 
conditions we expect some decline 
in cattle prices from September 
to February, but seldom do we see 
it take such a. nose dive, as it did 
this fall. 
In fact, it is the biggest 
drop in cattle prices since the war. 
And you can just guess, that it 
caught a lot of people unprepared 
for such a drop. 
Even the old 
time cattle feeders admit that it 
caught them with heavy supplies 
of fat or near fat cattle on their 
hands. 
Most of these men will 
sustain heavy losses for the Fall 
and 
Winter 
marketing 
period. 
However, a few may break even, 
that had lighter weight cattle, be­ 
cause they have been able to put 
on gain3 so much more cheaply 
than they did last summer. 
Molasses Ex pected 
“At a recent cattle feeders meet­ 
ing at Circleville, some of the men 
present said that they were able 
to put on gains at from 6 to 6 J2 
cents per pound. 
This will help 
to pull them out of a bad situation. 
However, those that sold earlier, 
and those that now' have to sell 
are in for a loss. 
I predict that a 
great many men that fed cattle 
the past Fall, and marketed them 
this winter, will not be in the busi­ 
ness next year. 
One big loss is 
all they can stand. But the fellow 
that, feeds cattle year in and year 
out, will be back in the business 
looking for a chance to make up 
for what he lost. 
There is an old 
axiom you know, that directs you 
to go look for a thing where you 
lost it. 
And that is about what 


these men will do. They will stick j 
to the business until they regain { 
their losses. 
“Now what will this dropping j 
out of the cattle feeding business < 
by some of the men who lost so | 
heavily mean to prices next Fall 
and W inter? 
Well, in all proba­ 
bility it is going to mean less cattle 
on feed, and consequently, higher 
price. And that’s about the picture 
that the Bureau of Agriculture 
Economics gives us at the present, 
only they don’t say anything about 
prices. 
Their estimates indicate 
that there will be less total cattle 
marketed in 19 38 than in 19 37; but 
that the cattle which are marketed 
will be carrying more weight and 
quality than last years cattle. This 
may make about the same amount 
of beef for market that we had in 
19 37. If dairy cow prices continue 
as high as they are now, we can 
expect less cows and heifers for 
slaughter than during 19 37. Dairy 
heifers will be held back for breed­ 
ing purposes, and cows will be 
maintained for milk production. 
This should decrease the amount 
of low quality beef coming to m ar­ 
ket during the next twelve months, 
which should help the cattle feeder 
some. 
“Another thing-w hich may be a 
good indication of better future 
prices for fat cattle, is the present 
relative high price of feeders. They 
are selling considerable out of pro­ 
portion to finished cattle. 
Good 
feeder calves are around S1« to 9 
cents per pound put into the food 
lot. 
This will tend to discourage 
the more timid feeder. 
But to the 
man who feeds cattle regularly, 
it doesn't seem so high as 10 and 
11 cent feeders last Fall. 
An­ 
other indication of less cattle for 
market is the 65 per cent calf 
crop that is reported from the 
range country'. 
All of these fac­ 
tors should have some bearing on 
the market next Fall and Winter. 
Not Shortsighted 
“I have said a great deal about 
the plight of cattle men this Win­ 
ter, which might lead you to be­ 
lieve that they had bad judgment 
in buying cattle last Fail and Sum­ 
mer for marketing this Winter. 
Well that isn't the case at all. 
Cattle feeders cannot be called 
shortsighted for buying cattle last 
Fall. 
At that time it looked like 
we might have some drop in prices, 
but there was nothing to indicate 
that prices would drop so far. or 
so rapidly as they did.

However, a few may break even, 
that had lighter weight cattle, be­ 
cause they have been able to put 
on gains so much more cheaply 
than they did last summer. 
Molasses Expected 
“At a recent cattle feeders meet­ 
ing at Circleville, some of the men 
present said that they were able 
to put on gains at from 6 to 6>2 
cents per pound. 
This will help 
to pull them out of a bad situation. 
However, those th at sold earlier, 
and those that uow have to sell 
are in for a loss. 
I predict that a 
great many men that fed cattle 
the past Fall, and m arketed them 
this winter, will not be in the busi­ 
ness next year. 
One big loss is 
all they can stand. But th* fellow 
th at feeds cattle year in and year 
out, will be back in the business 
looking for a chance to make up 
for what he lost. There is an old 
axiom you know, that directs you 
to go look for a thing where you 
lost it. 
And that is about what 


have increased about a cent 
pound during the past ten days. 
If business conditions improve dur­ 
ing the spring months, and if 
retail prices hold steady, we can 
safely predict better prices for 
finished cattle this Spring and 
Summer 
With better prices, and 
lower feed costs, the man who lost 
everything but his courage during 
the V'inter, will be in a position to 
m ake some money on his feeding 
operations during 1938. 
“Just as I was leaving my office 
for the studio I received a copy 
of the summary of the cattle situ­ 
ation for the month of February as 
published by the Bureau of Agri­ 
culture Economics, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Here is what they have to say 
about the present situation. 
“A 
15 per cent increase in the number 
of cattle on feed in the Corn Belt 
States, January I, this year com­ 
pared with last, suggests a m arked 
increase in the supply of well- 
finished. grain-fed cattle in Spring 
and Summer. 
Average Weight Up 
“For the full year, total slaugh­ 
ter of cattle and calves is expected 
to be smaller than in 1937, but 
much of this reduction will be off­ 
set by heavier average weight of 
cattle slaughtered. The supply of 
beef will be nearly as large as in 
1937, but a larger proportion of it 
will be of better grade. 
“Prices of slaughter cows and 
of the lower grade of steers usually 
advance seasonally from January 
through May. The supply of these 
cattle will be much less this year 
than last, but an offset in price 
will be the weak consumer demand 
for all meat*. 
“In early January choice and 
prime grade slaughter steers at 
Chicago were selling for nearly $8 
loss than in late October and about 
$2.50 less than a year earlier. But 
prices of good grade slaughter 
cows were about the same as a 
year earlier. 
“Among the factors responsible 
for the sharp decline in prices of 
the better grades of cattle from 
October through December were a 
slight increase in the supply of 
such cattle, a decrease in consumer 
demand for meats, a seasonal in­ 
crease in poultry supplies, a more- 
than-seasonal increase hi slaughter 
supplies of hogs, aud a sharp de- 
no over supply of cattle on feed cline in hide prices.” AU of which 
at any time, so, under normal con-1 mot** or less bears out just wh?t 
ditions, the price would have taken : we have been saying about feed-

“At the February' 
meeting of

feeding equipment and supplies, he 
had better feed cattle all of the 
time rather than to let this invest­ 
ment stand idle 
An idle plant 
pays no dividends. 
And third he 
said, “Don’t speculate an fat cattle 
prices, of high quality after De­ 
cember first of any year.”

last he told the men that only 
those who loved to feed cattle 
should be in the business. 
He 
said they stood a much better 
chance of succeeding than th* man 
who hasn’t any great love for his 
business.

Backseat driving should be done 


before the adviser gets in the back 


seat, according to Mrs. M ary E. 


Gerlaugh, child training specialist, 


Ohio State U niversity, who says 


that teaching safe and sane driving 


is a problem for mothers 
along 


with all other agencies needed to 


reduce the appalling loss of life 


on Ohio highway's. 


Mrs. Gerlaugh says that parents 


enter the safety driving campaign 
because they are needed to reduce 
accidents caused by youthful d riv­ 
ers. Colonel Lynn Black, superin­ 
tendent wf Ohio's highw ay patrol, 
says that drivers between the ages 
of 16 and 22 are alm ost twice as 
likely to cause accidents as those 
between the ages of 40 and 49. 
Youthful drivers are not physi­ 
cally less able to drive well than 
their elders, but they are much 
more apt to be careless and reck­ 
less. Mrs. Gerlaugh believes that 
a parental league to compel more 
attention to safe driving by young 
folks would get results. 
She believes that isolated ex­ 
amples of parents who refuse their 
children the use of automobiles is 
not very effective in teaching safe­ 
ty. A league of parents 
which 
would refuse the use of machines 
to a large group of youngsters un­ 
til they followed the rules of the 
road probably would get results 
because each youth would resent 
the reckless actions of those which 
might get the whole group put on 
the forbidden list, 
Mrs. Gerlaugh thinks most of the 
fast driving indulged in by boys 
and girls is just an exhibition to 
impress 
their 
importance 
upon 
others of their own age. If they 
knew their companions would put 
them down as menaces to their 
own driving privileges, the reckless 
drivers would get short measures 
of applause from their friends. 
O nly four states had more motor 
accidents resulting in fatalities in 
1937 than Ohio had. Mrs. Gerlaugh 
thinks that Ohio women can help 
influence the installation of safety 
driving courses in high schools and 
that a person who is once taught 
to be a good driver w ill remain in 
that class. She believes the earlier 
the rules of safety are learned the 
better for everyone.
